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The  Crop  Reporting  Board  of  the  Agricultural  F&rketing  Service  makes  the  following 
report  of  the  commercial  production  of  all  vegetables  for  fresh  market  and  process- 
ing, 1935-55.  These  estimates  are  based  upon  reoorts  and  data  furnished  by  growers,

The  table  on  page  1 shows  the  commercial  fresh  market  and  processing  estimates  pre- 
viously published  for  the  29  principal  vegetables,  together  with  commercial  fresh- 
market  and  processing  estimates  for  all  vegetables,  1935-51i*  In  both  series  of 
estimates,  the  processing  figures  are  the  same  since  these  include  only  the  11  main 
processing  vegetables  for  which  coverage  is  complete.  For  crops  other  than  the  11 
for  which  processing  production  is  shown  separately,  the  quantities  processed  are 
included  in  the  fresh-market  estimates)  but,  except  for  broccoli,  biussels  sprouts 
4nd  cauliflower,  the  quantities  processed  are  only  a small  percentage  of  the  total 
production 

The  summary  table  on  page  1 and  the  commodity  tables  on  pages  3-5  incorporate  recent 
revisions  in  the  production  on  a tonnage  basis  estimated  for  cantaloups  (including 
honey  dews,  honey  balls,  etc.)  for  the  years  1935  to  date.  This  change  was  based  on 
a study  of  containers  which  revealed  a need  for  an  upward  adjustment  in  the  approxi- 
mate net  weights  used  for  cantaloups  and  honey  dews,  This  change  has  not  affected 
the  level  of  production  of  these  crops  as  published  in  crates  but  the  production 
converted  to  a tonnage  basis  has  been  increased.  Price  and  value  estimates  are  not 
changed. 


The  differences  in  production  of  the  29  principal  vegetables,  published  in  the 
regular  program  of  monthly  reports,  and  the  production  of  all  vegetables  shown  in 
this  report  are  attributable  to  the  inclusion  of  minor  crops  not  previously  esti- 
mated, and  of  minor -producing  States  and  greenhouse  production  not  covered  in  the 
estimates  of  the  29  principal  vegetables.  These  differences  all  occur  in  the  fresh- 
market  estimates,  viz:
